A Statement of Claim Status and Support in accordance with 37 C.F.R. 1.173(c) is filed 

herewith as a separate paper. 

Specification 

Applicant has amended the "Cross Reference to Related Application" section of the 
Specification to include details of all reissue apphcations filed for the reissue of U.S. Patent No. 
6,307,847, and to include priority information for the present reissue application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating the allowance of the following claims: 1-37, 
82-91 and 93-120. 

Claim Objections 

The Examiner has objected to claim 92 because of informalities, and has advised that the 
deletion of "[attaching]" fi-om line 2 is required.
